Con- 
servation of wealth Is the normal, nat- 
ural, inevitable result of a system of 
society that rests upon the two pillars 
of "unlimited private 
property" and 


free competition. 


"Given a system of society that per- 


mits one man or a group of men to 
compete with other men for the unlim- 
Itey private control of land, mines, ma- 
c^inery, railroads, etc., and the Inev- 
itable win be that the strongest men 
will win out In the struggle and own 
everything in sight. 


"Competition results in the death of 


competition. Monopoly takes the place 
of 
free 
competition. 
Organization 


supplants the waste of disorganisa- 
tion. 
The trust takes the place of 


"This monopoly, or private control 


of 
industry, results In the absolute 


control of labor and of small business 
men. 
It dictates wages, law, moral, 


society, everything."
